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Town Council’s First Meeting 

Of New Term Involves 

Lengthy, Interesting Session 
• • • 

Two New Members, Walter Dibble and N. J. Nicholas 
Are Welcomed By Fellow Councillors. 


[New Diesel Locomotive Operates Ii International’ Tunnel 


The initial meeting of the 
Town Council was held in the 
Council Chambers on Monday 
evening, March 7. Present were 
Mayor Aboussafy and Council¬ 
lors Dutil, Wood, Jenkins, Dib¬ 
ble, Ramsay and Nicholas The 
Mayor welcomed the new mem¬ 
bers, Walter Dibble and N. J. 
Nicholas, in the course of his 
opening remarks and pledged 
the ^co-operative spirit of the 
Council in an effort to familiar¬ 
ise the new members with the, 
not always simple, duties in¬ 
volved in the conduct of the 
community’s municipal affairs. 

The first item on the agenda 
resulted in considerable discus¬ 
sion over the failure of Calgary 
Breweries to answer the Coun¬ 
cil’s request for an explanation 
as to what steps the Brewery 
company planned to take in 
connection with the contentious 
sewerage problem. It was regu¬ 
larly moved and seconded that 
a letter be sent to Calgary ask¬ 
ing the Company to come to an 
immediate understanding with 
the Council in a concerted effort 
to alleviate the impending dan¬ 
gerous situation. 

The contentious ash collect¬ 
ing problem was given another 
thorough airing by Council 
members who fired questions at 
Town Foreman Joe Malanchuk 
for nearly an hour as they 
probed every angle in connec¬ 
tion with ash collection. The 
foreman’s forthright answers 
revealed the many and compli¬ 
cated problems confronted by 
his collection crew in their ef¬ 
forts to catch up with the back¬ 
log of ashes built up during ad¬ 
verse weather conditions that 
prevailed* in January and Feb¬ 
ruary. He mentioned several in¬ 
stances where the crew had to 
resort to picks to loosen up ash 
containers buried under frozen 
mounds of refuse. 

He cited other Instances 
where the alleys were still block¬ 
ed due to the fact it was im¬ 
possible to get a ’Cat into them 
to clear the snowdrifts. Several 
Councillors paid tribute to the 
crew on the basis of having ob¬ 
served them working under 
these adverse conditions. The 
main contention of the critical 
councillors was that the system 
itself needed overhauling and in 
this connection it was suggested 
that by personal contact, or 
communication, the Forman se¬ 
cure information from Kimber¬ 
ley, regarding the set-up there. 

W. “Bill” Wilson of 5th Street, 
attended the meeting to regis¬ 
ter a complaint about a pile of, 
what he termed debris, in front 
of his residence. A councillor ob¬ 
jected to his description of the 
accumulation and countered 
with a statement that it was 
mostly snow cleared off the 
street. Mr. Wilson reiterated his 
charges and expressed his belief 
that the “pile” was an eyesore 
and justified his demand for its 
immediate removel. Council as¬ 
sured him that the matter would 
be taken care of as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

The report of Returning Offic¬ 
er James Park was read and its 
adoption was regularly moved 
and seconded. The secretary- 
treasurer was also instructed to 
reimburse the Returning Offic¬ 
er for the services rendered at 
the usual fee. 

The police report for Febru¬ 
ary was read and adopted. Aris¬ 
ing out of the report a Council¬ 
lor drew Council’s attention to 
the fact that the two men 
charged with assaulting the 
night porter at a local hotel 
were employed by the Town and 
he stressed the point that it was 
not a happy connection with 
the Council’s .prestige. However, 
it was pointed out that men con¬ 
cerned were not regular em¬ 
ployees of the Town and the 
Foreman’s first charge was to 
secure additional help available 
and could not be held respon¬ 
sible for their subsequent fic¬ 
tions off duty. 

A complaint was registered by 
the CPR concerning the dump¬ 
ing of refuse on their property 
west of the depot. Chief Antle 
was instructed to warn offend¬ 
ers', that prosecution would fol- 
, low unless the offenders desist¬ 
ed from this practice. 

Regularly moved and second¬ 
ed that the Town pay the bill 
presented by the Imperial Oil 
Co. for damage to an automobile 
inflicted by a Town truck One 
of the Councillors was in the 
vicinity of the Motordrome at 
the time of the accident and 
following his explanation of the 
accident. Council instructed that 


$20 left by the Town’s truck¬ 
driving employee to cover the 
cost of damage be returned to 
him. Arising out of this it was 
regularly moved and seconded, 
that the two Town trucks, be 
covered by the purchase of a 4- 
point insurance policy. 

It was also decided to pay 
the insurance on the Arena and 
bill the Sports Association for 
the amount. 

The Mayor then outlined the 
directorial set-up of the Light 
and Water Company to the new 
councillors. Little time was left 
to discuss any details. 

Collings and Collings were re¬ 
appointed auditors for the com¬ 
ing year after discussion show¬ 
ed Council’s satisfaction with 
the work of this auditing firm 
on past assignments. Miss G. 
Lees was reappointed sec-treas¬ 
urer. 

Mr. S. Bell, of the Union 
Tractor Co. then addressed 
Council on the matter of pur¬ 
chasing ’Cat equipment but ex¬ 
pressed his disappointment at 
not being able to secure the 
tractor he had earlier advised 
them, was available. A general 
discussion was then entered in¬ 
to concerning this equipment 
but no action will be taken until 
the equipment in question has 
been seen and judged. 


James Naylor 
Passes Away at 
Kaslo B. C. 


Had lived in Coleman For 21 

Years; Came Here From 

Frank Where H* Operated 

Water Works in Early Days. 

Another link with the early 
history of the Crows Nest Pass 
was severed on Friday last when 
James Naylor passed away in 
Kaslo Hospital. “Jimmy” as he 
was known to the hundreds of 
Pass residents who knew him, 
was rushed to the Kaslo hos¬ 
pital following a relapse suffer¬ 
ed while convalescing at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. H. 
M. Turner, of Ainsworth, B.C. 
Despite difficulties, caused by 
snowslides, all his immediate 
family arrived in Kaslo to see 
him before he passed on, early 
Friday morning. 

He had been ailing for the 
past few years and had been 
confined to his home in Cole¬ 
man for several weeks prior to 
his visit to B.C. In his capacity 
as storekeeper at the Interna¬ 
tional mine, Jimmy was known 
to practically every employee 
there and his passing came as 
a distinct shock. He was born 
in Shawfleld, Que., in 1879 and 
came to Lethbridge in 1903. Two 
years later he moved to Frank 
to be employed as storekeeper 
at the old Frank mine. It was 
here that he met and married 
Mrs. Naylor (nee Ida Mae Mur¬ 
phy). He left the mine to join 
Alex Coyette and Johnson Mur¬ 
ray in the ownership and oper¬ 
ation of the Frank Waterworks. 
At the termination of his inter¬ 
ests in this venture he operated 
a Men’s Clothing Store at Belle¬ 
vue. He returned to Frank, and 
then in 1928, came to Coleman, 
where he had worked and re¬ 
sided up to his death. A mem¬ 
ber of the Anglican church, the 
funeral services were held from 
the St. Alban’s church on Mon¬ 
day afternoon. 

Rev. Mr Dewdney officiated 
at the church and graveside. 
Left to mourn his passing be¬ 
sides his widow, are four daugh¬ 
ters, Muriel and Joan, of Leth¬ 
bridge, Mrs. H. M. Turner, of 
Ainsworth, B.C. and Mrs. J. C. 
Forbes, of Trail, B.C., two sons, 
Bill of Calgary and Pat of Cole¬ 
man. Four brothers in Quebec, 
Harry, William, Hawley and 
Ken. Surviving grandchildren 
are Michael, Monty and Billy 
Turner; Linda Forbes and Mar¬ 
garet Naylor. 

Pallbearers were: Stewart 
Murdoch, Bob Pattinson, Vic 
Lilya, George Roper, Bill Fraser, 
jr. and Bill Mozell. Interment 
was in the Coleman Unipn cem¬ 
etery.

Imported From England - Will Up Production 


Pictured above is a Deisel 
locomotive similar to the one 
recently purchased by the In¬ 
ternational Coal and Coke Co. 
Ltd. for use in the York Creek, 
tunnel. The machine now in op¬ 
eration in the York tunnel is 
minus the cab pictured in the 
above model, otherwise, these 
crack Deisel powered locomo¬ 
tives are identical. They are the 
largest types possible for under¬ 
ground operation in the North 
American bituminous coal in¬ 
dustry. 

The 100 (British) horsepower 
engine will be used along a rock 
tunnel which is now over two 
miles length underground. The 
tunnel, blasted out of solid rock, 
connects the main mine with an 
area south of York Creek. A fire 
in 1935 made the area unfit for 
mining operations until recent¬ 
ly- 

Reason given for the purchase 
of this diesel giant was explain¬ 
ed by Mr. Dickieson: “We will 
be able to up capacity.” At pres¬ 
ent the company is using com¬ 
pressed air locomotives. The 


new custonvbuilt locomotive 
cost approximately $25,000. 

A 17-ton monster— It stole si¬ 
lently recently into this major 
coal mining town of the Crow’s 
Nest Pass. 

Barely noticed by sleepy heads 
who groped their way off the 
train from the east, the locomo¬ 
tive stood grim and new in the 
glare of coke ovens after its trip 
from England. 

Apart from its colossal weight, 
the locomotive is a modest five 
feet six inches high, five feeet 
wide, and 15y 2 feet long. It has 
three forward and three reverse 
speeds, can travel up to 14 miles 
an hour, and on the level will 
draw 400 tons. 

Special features of the new 
engine read like an advertise¬ 
ment for a new car. It has air 
brakes, air starter, fluid drive, 
pneumatic sanders, and an air 
warning device. Flame proof 
controls guard the operator and 
engine in case sparks ignite gas 
in the 11,716 feet of tunnel. It 
has also been approved by the 
Alberta mines branch.

Brigadier Mundy Recalls 
Salvation Army’s Early Days 
In Crows Nest Pass 


Delights Gathering With Amusing Anecdotes Of Struggles 
To Establish Coleman Salvation Army. 

Old timers and young mem¬ 
bers gathered Wednesday eve¬ 
ning in the I.O.O.F. hall to hear 
Brigadier T. H. Mundy, now ter¬ 
ritorial Young People’s secre¬ 
tary at Toronto for the Salva¬ 
tion Army and one of the orig¬ 
inal Salvation Army men here 
in 1915, tell of early days in this 
Crows Nest Pass town. 

The meeting was preceded by 
a supper given by the Home 
League to celebrate Coleman 
Salvation Army’s 34th anniver¬ 
sary, and was attended by 30. 

“Coleman was my first baby 
and my first love,” the spry 
brigadier explained that he and 
Colonel Joseph Acton, now div¬ 
isional commander in Hamil¬ 
ton, Ont., both received their 
assignment on April 12, 1915, to 
set up a citadel in Coleman.

Red Cross Directs 
Free Blood 
Service To All 

Under The Plan Any Patient 

Requiring Transfusion Re¬ 
ceives It Entirely Free of 

Charge 

The Blood Transfusion service 
now in operation in Alberta 
provides all sterile transfusion 
equipment, whole blood and 
plasma to the hospitals without 
charge. Under this plan any pa¬ 
tient requiring a blood trans¬ 
fusion now receives it entirely 
free of charge. Not one pennjr 
is charged for-one drop of blood? 
Nor is there any charge made 
by the hospital for administer¬ 
ing the transfusion. 

Another feature of the Blood 
Transfusion Service is the Re¬ 
search Laboratory. To this de¬ 
partment recognized practition¬ 
ers may submit specimens of 
patients’ blood. Here, special in¬ 
vestigations are carried out 
sometimes requiring hours of 
painstaking research to find 
blood which is completely com¬ 
pletely compatible. One type of 
research carried out in this de¬ 
partment is the Rh Investiga¬ 
tion conducted in cases of ex¬ 
pectant mothers. 

What the B.T.S. Means 
To the Public 

Not only does this service 
mean a great financial saving 
to anyone requiring a blood 
transfusion but adequate sup¬ 
plies of whole blood and plasma, 
available at all times, save many 
lives. 

In one year, 6,800 people met 
violent death in Canada, many 
of whom would be alive today 
had immediate transfusion fa¬ 
cilities been available. 

In one year 21% of all mater¬ 
nal deaths were due to haemor¬ 
rhage-three quarters of these 
lives might have been saved by 
immediate transfusion. 

How the B.T.S. Operates 
in Alberta 

Central depots are located in 
Edmonton and Calgary. Trained 
teams operate from these cen¬ 
tres touring the rural areas and 
cities where Blood Donor Clinics 
are held. Blood collected from 
voluntary blood donors is then 
transported by refrigeration van 
back to the depots. Maintaining 
a twenty-four hour service, 
specially trained staffs test and 
group the blood. The whole 
blood is then shipped to banks’ 
located at key points ■ through¬ 
out the province. It is from these 
“banks” that hospitals receive 
needed supplies of whole blood 
and plasma. 

The whole blood Is only stored 
for a period of fourteen days. 
Any blood not used within that 
time is recollected and process¬ 
ed into plasma, a dried form 
which keeps indefinitely, there¬ 
by avoiding any waste. It is 
plasma that is so effective in 
the treatment of surgical shock 
such as in cases of severe bums. 

In times of emergency, or 
when other means of transport¬ 
ation are not practical, blood is 
transported by aeroplane. Para¬ 
chute equipment is then 
brought into service if landing 
facilities are not available Re¬ 
gardless of distance or method 
of transportation, the patient 
receives the life saving blood 
without cost. 


ovens. “There were 180 people 
here then, and 22 nationalities.”

Mundy reminisced. We had cold 
baths every morning.” Then 
Cadet Mundy would convince 
Sergeant Acton that since the 
sergeant had seniority he must . 
take the first bath. By the time 
tfce cadet* turn oune, the ser¬ 
geant had taken the chili off 
the water. 

Four Poster Bed 

For sleeping accommodation 
they found a four-poster bed. 
The bed collapsed the first 
night in use, and they slept the 
rest of the night with the bed 
on the floor. 

For religious exercises, the 
pair held their first meeting in 
the old Opera House. Later, thgy 
moved to a bar room where they 
promptly painted a sign on the 
wall: “Jesus Saves”. When the 
building was reconverted back 
to a drinking establishment, the 
owners tried to paint out the 
religious sign — without luck. 
They finally tore the wall down, 
Brig. Mundy recalled. 

“The winds of the Crow’s 
Nest Pass blew over our first 
hall which I helped build my¬ 
self,” he said. Speaking of ac¬ 
commodations now in Coleman 
for the Salvation Army com¬ 
pared with early living condi¬ 
tions, he said: “These fellows 
are living in luxury—you are 
spoiling them!” , 

Ateo in attendance at the 
meeting was part of the Salva¬ 
tion Army band from Leth¬ 
bridge with Captain Robertson 
of Lethbridge and Lieutenant 
Browning of Macleod. 

He told the congregation that 
Col. Acton is retiring in" Sep¬ 
tember of this year.

Perhaps three weeks is a little 
soon to form an opinion of any 
new place of residence, but as 
first impressions are oftimes the 
most enduring, I will try to put 
these impressions in writing. 

Having lived in the farming 
districts of Alberta, between 
Calgary and Edmonton; in the 
irrigation district of Brooks; in 
the mining city of Drumheller; 
the prairies of Manitoba; the 
Oilfields of Turner Valley and 
the fruit districts of the Okan¬ 
agan and Shuswap, in B.C., I 
believe I have the right to give 
my impressions of this new 
place of residence. 

In the first place, I have dif¬ 
ficulty in recalling any place 
whose rugged beauty can equal 
that of Coleman and the sur¬ 
rounding district, and I am not 
excepting Banff or Jasper Parks 
area. Its pine and spruce-clad 
hills, and its snow covered 
mountains does something to 
me, that makes me stand in 
wonderment at the majestic 
beauty of untrammelled nature. 
For here, as in few other places 
can one feel akin to the great 
architect, who built these rug¬ 
ged hills, and adorned them 
with such splendor. 

Of the town itself, I can say 
little, as one is at an unfair ad¬ 
vantage, when he tries to com¬ 
pare the drabness of man made 
things, with the glory of the 
hills. All towns are drab, per¬ 
haps more especially mining 
towns, for the industry which 
built these towns, has by its 
very nature brought dust and 
grime to mar nature’s handi¬ 
work, and I mean no slight on 
this town in which I now live, 
or the other mining towns in 
the Pass. 

I have never judged a town 
by its buildings, by its prosper¬ 
ity or by its natural surround¬ 
ings, as I believe a town can 
only be judged by the folks who 
live in it. Here, the average per¬ 
son is a hard working, hard 
playing, God-fearing laborer — 
I have seen the miner, lunch 
kit slung over his shoulder going 
to work at dawn, and it has 
struck me, that even at this 
early hour, he is often humming

a tune, and almost invariably 
carrying a smile—I have seen 
these men as they have just 
come from the mine, dirt be¬ 
grimed and sweat streaked — 
and I have seen these same 
men an hour later, clothes 
changed, the dirt of honest toil 
removed, as they come down to 
the “pub” or to chat in the ro¬ 
tunda of the hotels or cafes. At 
all times they seem genuinely 
happy, and I can but wonder, 
is it because so many of them 
have come here from lands, 
where happiness is almost a for¬ 
gotten thing? Is it because, the 
freedom of our land, which we 
natives have already taken so 
much for granted, makes even 
the hardest labor seem pleasant 
in comparison to the Iron Heel, 
the whip-lash or bayonet of 
other less fortunate lands?—Is 
it because, here they can voice 
their opinions freely, without 
fear of a secret police or Ogpu, 
that makes them want to drink 
of this freedom to the full? 

I like this town, and the 
people I have so far met—and 
these people are of many lan¬ 
guages, creeds and color, among 
them being: Irish, Welsh, Scot¬ 
tish, Dutch, French, Belgians. 
Italians, Polish, Ukranians, 
Danes, Norwegians, Russians, 
Czechs, Slavs, Chinese and Jap¬ 
anese. All of them, and I mean 
all, of them, I have found to be 
fellows, like myself; believing 
pretty much in the things I be¬ 
lieve in, and only asking for a 
square shake, and the friend¬ 
ship and understanding of their 
fellow men. For at heart, I be¬ 
lieve all men are honest and 
friendly, if those with whom 
they come in contact will but 
realize it. 

So, to sum up—I believe Cole¬ 
man is a good friendly place in 
which to live, and I hope to 
make my home here, for a long 
time to come, which should suf¬ 
fice to indicate what I think of 
the town.

Compulsory for All Motorists 

All motorists must make a 
signal before turning left or 
right, or coming to a stop. This 
reminder is sent out to the driv¬ 
ers of motor vehicles in the In¬ 
terests of safety by the Alberta 
Safety Council. Officials of the 
Council are convinced that far 
too many drivers are ignoring 
the law, and that many acci¬ 
dents occur because of its vio¬ 
lation. 

Perhaps you were not aware 
that signalling is compulsory, 
but it’s right in the Vehicles and 
Highway Traffic Act, Section 50. 
The law book even quotes a lit¬ 
tle rhyme to help drivers re- 
► member: “The man behind can’t 
read your mind. Signal'” 

Actual checks by the safety 
council in the city of Edmonton 
have revealed that only 12 per¬ 
cent of all car or truck drivers 
habitually signal their inten¬ 
tions to turn or stop. Of the re¬ 
mainder, a few signal occasion¬ 
ally when followed closely by 
another car. Many never give a 
signal, even when manoevering 
in heavy traffic. 

A recent regulation of the 
Highway Traffic Board makes it 
compulsory for the owners of 
wide-bodied trucks to install 
signalling devices. This rule is 
in effect now, and refers to all 
vehicles on which the box or 
body extends in width beyond 
the cab, in such a way that the 
driver cannot give a plainly visi¬ 
ble signal, while sitting in a 
normal driving position behind 
the wheel. 

Sometimes called a “courtesy 
rule”, signalling is believed by 
police and traffic safety author¬ 
ities to be a very important fac¬ 
tor in safe driving. Its obser¬ 
vance by all drivers would raise 
the standard of traffic behav¬ 
ior to such an extent that traf¬ 
fic accident rates would be ma¬ 
terially reduced.

MISS A. YUILL 
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Increase In Immigration 

MOST CANADIANS HAVE BEEN AWARE of the fact that there has 
been an increasing flow of immigration from overseas^ during the past 
year. Considerable publicity has been given to the arrival of displaced 
persons from abroad and to the pjirt which Canada has played in helping 
to solve the great post-war problem of finding homes for the many thous¬ 
ands of people made horrieless by the war. In addition to the displaced 
persons,, however, a large number of immigrants have come to Canada 
from the British Isles, from various parts of Europe and from the United 
States. In all, 125,414 new citizens, representing 52 races, entered Canada 
in 1948. 

England, Scotland, Ireland and Wales sent the 
Largest Group largest group of immigrants, 46,000 having come 
r Rritnin from there ’ o£ which 30,310 were from England, 

rrom DriTain From northern Europe there came 17,000, which 
was three times the number for 1947. Immigrants from the Netherlands, 
numbering 10,000 made up the largest group from this region, but there 
were some Danes, Finns, Norwegians, Swedes and Swiss. From the thirty 
seven members of the group designated as "other races” Poland sent the 
largest number, which totalled 13,799, while there were 10,011 Ruthenians, 
and 9,386 Hebrews, who came mostly from displaced persons camps. All 
these figures showed increases over those of the preceding year, but in the 
case of immigrants coming here from the United States the number drop¬ 
ped to 7,381 as compared with 9,440 in 1947. 

Statistical reports showed that the largest group 
Farms Attract of immigrants were interested in farming, 34,260 
I nrnp Number of the total number havin S come under that cate- 
LOrge g 0 ry. No doubt the admission of these people has 

considerably alleviated the shortage of labor which has been acute on many 
farms throughout Canada since the war years. Some will already have 
farms of their own, but others will be working on farms, some with the 
intention of later owning their own land. This will tend to offset the de¬ 
crease in the farm population which took place during the war, when many 
left the farms to join the armed services or to work in industries, and did 
not return. A large part of Canada is primarily suited to agriculture, and 
it is regrettable to see abandoned farms, or land which is not used to its 
fullest, capacity because of lack of sufficient help. While there is need for 
skilled help in many industries, there is little doubt but that those who 
plan either to work on farms or to take up land of their own, are among 
the most welcome class of immigrants at the present time. 


Cost Of Living 
Continues To Drop

partment reported a fourth straight 
month's drop in United States liv¬ 
ings costs. 

The consumers’ price index declin¬ 
ed .3 per cent, between mid-Decem¬ 
ber and mid-January.

WINNIPEG. — Western Cana¬ 
dians are counting on the law 
oi averages, plus experience, to 
prevent a recurrence this spring 
of 1948's million-dollar floods. 

Public works officials say that un¬ 
der nature's own rotating system, 
floods of last year’s magnitude come 
on the average of only once every 
30 years. Then too, they say, west- 
rn Canadians learned much last 
rear and will know through experi¬ 
ence how best to combat the threat 
inundation. 

British Columbians are watching 
the situation with some concern 
Last year flood damage was estimat¬ 
ed by provincial authorities to have 
exceeded 525,000,000, with the Fraser 
r reaching its highest level since 
1834. 

In Alberla where the co: 1 mining 
districts in the central part of the 
province bore the brunt of last year’s 
floods, public wo ks officials have ex¬ 
pressed confidence over the outlook 
‘or this spring. 

Towns and villages in Saskatche¬ 
wan which were waterlogged for 
weeks last year are making their 
nvn arrangements in case of fecul¬ 
ences. Steps are being taken to 
nsure the safety of machinery 
other equipment which might be 
damaged by water. Residents at such 
daces as Roche Percee in the south- 
•rn section of the province, inun¬ 
dated last year, are prepared 
ove valuables to higher ground. 

In Manitoba, where the Rod River 
Valley became a bloated lak 
spring, splitting the province from 
the United States border to Lake 
Winnipeg, conferences are beiir 
planned between American and Can 
adian officials to consider what steps 
should be taken against floods 
Residents along the Souris River 
which courses through western Mani¬ 
toba and eastern Saskatchewan, say 
floods will come in their district, 
however, if even, average snowfall mj FxrrKD 
occurs in March. 

The same fear has been exp. essed 
in other si ctions of the west. Heavy 
winter snows gave vent to the be¬ 
lief that while flooding won't be as 
severe as last year, it'll be enough 
to dampen more than spirits.

Predicts Drop 
|Jn Cattle 
Population 


EDMONTON—A record number of 
2,031,892 head of Alberta cattle, 
calves, hogs and sheep were sold last 
year for an unprecedented value of 
$139,762,641 as the province's live¬ 
stock industry experienced one of its 
most successful years in history. 

This information was disclosed re¬ 
cently by J. L. Pawley, dominion dis¬ 
trict supervisbr of livestock market¬ 
ing, in a talk to Edmonton district 
farmers, attending the sixth annual 
agricultural short course. 

The speaker said the cattle popu¬ 
lation of Canada had dropped from 
10,758,000 head in 1945 to 9,470,000 
in 1 1948 and predicted a further drop 
1949 due to heavy marketings. In 
the western provinces alone, there 
was an increased kill and live export 
of about 225,000 head during the 
year, an increase of about 30 per 
cent, over 1947. 

Although* marketings probably will 
be short in the second quarter of the 
new year, it is unlikely there will be 
any appreciable advance in price. 
Mr. Pawley said.
